‘“‘When the wisdom and strength of 
man fail, there is a source of supply 
opened through the medium of prayer. 
The President and the American com- 
missioners have the grateful thanks of 
those of us who so believe.”

Something that Conference were 
Back of the President and the 
Prayer Secretary of State, 


both of whom are or- 
thodox Baptists. 

We are unacquainted with the eccle- 
siastical pedigree of the President, but the 
parents of the Secretary of State were 
well known to us as two of the most 
intelligent and consecrated Christians of 
the circle in which we moved. His 
father was a Baptist pastor of the strictest 
evangelical type, and we believe that 
neither he nor his accomplished wife 
would have hesitated to go to the stake 
for the tenets they maintained. That 
was the spiritual atmosphere in which 
Charles E. Hughes was raised, and 
which explains, in part, the situation 
giving Mr. Marshall the opportunity to 
say that “‘for the first time in history, 
when men were considering war and its 
honors, nations and their rights, people 
and their aspirations, divine guidance was 
sought in opening up a highway to human 
peace and the building of the nations 
together in faith and not in distrust.” 

Let it be noted that the liberalistic or 
modernistic teaching in many of our 
schools of learning and in many of our so- 
called evangelical pulpits of today, is 
undermining that kind of faith, and let us 
everywhere rais2 a voice of protest and 
warning against it. Columbus, O., last 
May, afforded an outstanding example of 
this, when seventeen pastors of different 
denominations came together, the ‘‘Theo- 
logical Seventeen’’ they were called, to 
utter their broadsides against the inspira- 
tion and authority of the Bible, the teach- 
ing of the virgin birth of Christ, the fallen 
condition of man, and the individualistic 
theory of salvation. ‘‘We believe not 
in a power that has made the world and 
set it going and that resides outside of it,”’ 
said one; ‘‘we believe in an indwelling, 
directing energy. We believe not in a 
God who manifests Himself once in a 
while by interference with the natural 
order.”’ 

This misstatement of the evangelical 
creed means that the ‘‘Theological Seven- 
teen’’ deny the divine personality and 
miracles, and hence, in the last analysis, 
the reality and efficacy of prayer. God 
pity the nation if for the next century 
and a half its youth should have no re- 
course from infidelity like that. No 
Genoa Conference need appeal to us 
then, it would not be worth while.

in that city so informed the New York 
Philosophical Society, which was not 
allowed to hold a meeting in the Wash- 
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ington Irving High School on March 
twenty-eight, when the president of the 
Free Thinking Society was to have 
spoken on “The Bible, the Nemesis of 
Mankind.” 

“It may interest you to know,’’ wrote 
the superiatendent to the society, ‘‘that 
Section 1151 of the charter of Greater 
New York makes permissive the reading 
of the Bible in the schools, and, further- 
more, the by-laws of the Board of Educa- 
tion provide that ‘all schools under the 
jurisdiction of the Board cf Education 
shall be opened with the reading of a 
portion of the Holy Scriptures without 
note or comment.’ 

“Therefore, to permit the same plat- 
form from which the Bible is read daily 
as a basis of culture and inspiration to 
pupils, to be used for the presentation 
of a thesis to the effect that the same 
Bible has been the direct cause of great 
evil and suffering to the world would 
be not merely to tolerate, but toencourage 
views that give deep offense to all decent 
people in the community and which run 
counter to a definite policy or reverence 
appreciative of the Bible as legalized by 
statute and by laws.” 

Should we not rejoice over that testi- 
mony on this Fourth of July?

Good people were dismayed when it 
was reported, as we were going to press 
last month, that the Protestant Episco- 
pal Bishop of Massa- 
chusetts had come out 
against the Volstead 
Law. It wassaid that 
in his annual report he had revived the 
sentiment of an earlier bishop of that 
church about the saloon being the ‘‘Poor 
Man’s Club.” 

But when the full text of his report 
was given to the public, the charge 
against him was found to be groundiess. 
As a matter of fact, he had strongly 
urged the enforcement of the law by 
state enactment. His reference to what 
the workingman called his “innocent 
glass of beer” was merely to add greater 
weight to his criticism of those directors 
and officers of workingmen ‘‘who drink 
cocktails, or whiskey and White Rock.” 
They had ways of obtaining the grati- 
fication of their appetite not open to 
the other class, but that did not lessen 
their duty to equally obey the law. 

This affords us opportunity to say that 
we also were misunderstood on this sub- 
ject last month. Our editorial, ‘‘Two 
Years of Prohibition,” in which we 
quoted from a Boston expert, led some 
of our readers to imagine that we were 
weak-hearted as to the enforcement of 
the Volstead Law. But that is not true 
either of us or the physician we quoted. 
He believes, as we do, that prohibition 
has come to stay, but he was directing 
his guns against the same objective as 
Bishop Lawrence, though from another 
side. The Bishop addressed himself to 
the well-to-do violators of the law, and 
the doctor to the officers charged with

They desire their friends in this coun- 
try to speak out so that British poli 
ticians shall hear, and to insist on Ul- 
ster’s behalf that she shall have equal 
rights and privileges with southern Ire- 
land, and especially that her area shall 
not be diminished without her consent. 

Their appeal to us 1. on the grounds 
of patriotism and gratitude, inasmuch 
as Ulster played so good a part in aiding 
us to build up our institutions and popu 
lations. ‘The blood of Ulster has en- 
riched the life of your continent from 
end to end,’ is one of the declarations 
of the appeal, “and gratitude alone 
should prompt North America to see to it 
that Ulster shall not be penalized simply 
because she still refuses to subject the 
lives and liberties of her people to the 
ill-concéaled hostility of the rest of Ire- 
land.” “Ulster, loyal to the Union, is 
entitled to such treatment as Lincoln 
gave to West Virginia.”

How Christ Makes Men Free 


By Rev. James M. Gray, D.D. 
A Sermon for Independence Day

T T was a strenuous day for Jesus, 
one of several, if we may reverently 
Hl allude to it in that way. 

~~ He was in Jerusalem at the Feast 
o! Tabernacles. It was in the late autumn 
of the last year of His earthly life. Early 
in the following spring, He was to be 
betrayed into the hands of sinners, to 
be crucified, to die and be buried, and to 
rise again on the third day, thank God. 

He knew all this in advance, and yet 
day by day He was in the Temple teach- 
ing the people, and enduring great con- 
tradiction of sinners against Himself. 
They were asking questions, objecting, 
contending, disputing, and through it all, 
His enemies, the Pharisees, were setting 
snares for Him, trying to entrap Him in 
His talk, that they might have where- 
with to accuse Him before the Sanhedrin 
or the Roman court. 

Chapter seven tells us that at the close 
of the previous day, every man went into 
his own house, but the Son of Man, Who 
had not where to lay His head, went to 
the Mount of Olives. 

“And early in the morning he came 
again into the temple, and all the people 
came unto him, and he sat down and 
taught them” (8:1, 2). 

He taught them that day concerning 
His mission, its nature, its need, its 
motive, and its result, and ‘‘as he spake 
these words, many believed on him.” 

How, or in what sense did they be- 
lieve? Was it really intelligent belief. 
sincere, unselfish, true, pentitent heart 
belief? 

It scarcely seems so from what follows. 
Many people profess to believe whose 
hearts appear unchanged; and hence the 
warning, “If ye continue in my word, 
then are ye my _ disciples indeed.” 
Steady perseverance is the only real and 
safe proof of discipleship. ‘‘Here,’’ as 
Bishop Ryle says, “‘is one of the meeting 
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points between the Calvinist and the 
Arminian.”’ 

Bishop Ryle also notes that Christ 
does not say, ‘If my word continues in 
you;” but “If ye continue in my word.” 
Christ’s Word might continue in us and 
not be seen; but if we continue in His 
Word our lives will exhibit it, for then 
we shall be His disciples indeed. It will 
be no momentary impulse with us then, 
for ‘‘we shall know the truth, and the 
truth shall make us free.’’ We shall 
know it in the experience of it, for we 
shall know Him who is Himself ‘‘the 
way, the truth and the life.”

How Does the Truth Make Men Free? 


In the Public Garden of Boston there is 
a monument to Dr. Morton, who dis- 
covered ether. Before that discovery 
surgery, from the extraction of a tooth 
to the amputation of a limb, was a tor- 
ture. But afterward, when men knew 
that truth, believed it, accepted it, acted 
upon it, they were made free from pain 
while under the surgeon’s knife. 

There came a crisis in the Civil War 
when Abraham Lincoln signed the 
Emancipation Proclamation. Prior to 
that time, thousands of men, women and 
children were held in slavery in this 
country. But when that truth became 
known, when that proclamation became 
a fact, and to the degree that the slaves 
knew it to be a fact and believed and 
received it, they became free.

to believe it, to receive it into his heart 
and it made him free. He never climbed 
the Scala Sancta again, and soon he 
nailed his thesis to the door of the Castle 
Church at Wittenberg. 

Christ died for us. ‘‘Who his own self 
bare our sins in his own body on the tree”’ 
(I Pet. 2:24, 25). Those that believe 
that, or in other words, those that re- 
ceive Him by faith, are made free, free 
from sin, the guilt of it and the power of 
it. But of this later. 


II 
How Sin Is Bondage 


Note meanwhile the answer of his 
countrymen to Jesus. 

Note its carnality—‘'We be Abraham’s 
seed.” 

Of what benefit was this fleshly descent 
to them, save as they did the works of 
Abraham, or rather, exercised his faith? 
They made the same claim before John 
the Baptist, and he told them that God 
was able of the very stones to raise up 
children unto Abraham. 

In like manner, of what benefit is our 
father’s and mother’s religion to us, or 
our own religious activity or our church 
membership, or our moral life, or our 
intellectual apprehension of the gospel, 
if we are still without Christ? 

Note its falsehood—-‘‘We were never in 
bondage to any man.” 

As a matter of fact, they were in 
bondage to Rome at that moment, and 
they had been in bondage to one or 
another of the Gentile powers for 600 
years. And prior to that, away back in 
the period of the Judges, they had been 
in bondage again and again to the 


Canaanites. And had they forgotten 
Egypt also? 
Note its ignorance—Christ was not 


speaking of national or political bondage, 
but that which was much worse, indi-

vidual and spiritual bondage, bondage to 
sin. ‘‘Whosoever committeth sin is the 
servant (bond-slave) of sin.” 

Is not that true? Is not sin bondage? 
How numerous and startling are the 
evidences of it on every hand! 

Some years ago, there was in my 
congregation one who was as nice a man 
as you could meet in a day’s walk, as 
the saying is. A faithful husband, a 
kind father, a good citizen, that is, 
normally and usually so. 

He was a carpenter by trade and a 
good one. It was before the days of 
the Labor Unions when men were paid 
on their individual merit, and his merit 
was high and his wages corresponded. 

But on two occasions within the period 
in mind, that man took advantage of 
the absence of his wife and family from 
home, and sold every salable article of 
furniture, bric-a-brac or clothing, they 
possessed. They returned to find bare 
closets and bare floors. 

How is this explained? The man was 
a gambler. He was not such commonly, 
but on occasion the craze came upon him 
when he would stake every dollar he 
could earn, borrow, or obtain in any 
other way. 

Was not he a bond-slave? And yet 
you could multiply that story many times 
in the case of other sins. 

But after all, they are only sins, vices 
the world calls them; while back of them 
stands something worse, that out of 
which they grow as weeds grow out of 
the soil. That thing back of them is 
sin, sin in our nature. 

Christ came into this world and died 
upon the cross to set men free from sin, 
not merely sins. 


III 


How Does Christ Set Men Free From 
Sin? 


1. By the Imputation of His Righteous- 
ness. 

Recall David’s words in the thirty- 
second Psalm: 

“Blessed is he whose trangression is 
forgiven, whose sin is covered. Blessed 
is the man unto whom the Lord imputeth 
not iniquity, and in whose spirit there is 
no guile.” 

David does not say, ‘Blessed is the 
man who has no sin,”’ which would only 
mock our poor humanity, “‘for all have 
sinned and come short of the glory of 
God” (Rom. 3:23). But he says some- 
thing better. ‘Blessed is the man who, 
though he has sin, yet has not that sin 
imputed unto him.” 

And why not imputed? Because it 
has already been imputed to another, 
even our Lord Jesus Christ, who was 
made sin for us, ‘‘Who knew no sin, that 
we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him” (2 Cor. 5:21). 

Did you ever hear of Bronson Alcott, 
the Concord philosopher and educator of 
Emerson’s and Hawthorne’s day? 

He had a rule in his school that when 
any regulation was broken by a pupil, 
the teacher should suffer the penalty in- 
stead of the pupil. 
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Suppose a pupil had applied the ferule 
to the teacher’s palm for an offense the 
former had committed, would it have 
been fair for the teacher to have punished 
the pupil again? You will say, No. 
The whole school would have risen in 
protest against such injustice. 

And so it is that we read in I John 1:9, 
“If we confess our sins, He is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness.”’ 

It is not said that God is ‘‘merciful’’ 
to forgive us, or “‘loving’’ to forgive us, 
though both are true; but that He is 
“faithful and just.’’ Faithful to His 
promise, and “‘just’’ in that He could not 
consistently with His honor exact a pen- 
alty of us that had been already exacted 
of His dear Son. 

2. By the Impartation of His Righteous- 
ness. 

There is a difference between ‘‘impu- 
tation”’ and ‘‘impartation.’’ The first is 
that which God has ascribed or made over 
to us; not of moral excellence of course, 
but of legal merit or freedom from the 
guilt of sin. The second is the implanta- 
tion within us of His own divine nature 


through the Holy Spirit. ‘Implanta- 
tion’’ is perhaps a better word than 
impartation. The first sets us free from 


the guilt, and the second from the power 
of sin. 

As Bishop Mcllvaine once put it, the 
first is the act of God toward us, the 
second, the act of God in us. By impu- 
tation we are accounted righteous in 
point of law, by impartation or implanta- 
tion, we become righteous in our own 
experience and conduct. 

In the eighth chapter of Romans, Paul 
names five things which the Holy Spirit 
does in the believer to make him a right- 
eous or a holy man. 

He sets him free from the law of sin 
and death. He gives him the spiritual 
mind, the spiritual power to overcome 
sin, the spiritual motive to exercise the 
power, and the spiritual wisdom to ap- 
preciate the motive. Therefore the in- 
spired apostle is able to say, ‘‘We know 
that all things work together for good to 
them that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his purpose’’ 
(Rom. 8:28). 

And oh, how simple it all is! That is, 
how simple in the actual laying hold of 
it, and making it our eternal possession! 

Let me relate an incident that illus- 
trates this. 

On a certain Fourth of July, a theologi- 
cal student called upon me in spiritual 
distress. He feared he was unsaved, and 
I took him to those wonderful words of 
Christ in John 5:24: 

“Verily, verily, I say unto you, he that 
heareth my word and believeth on him 
that sent me, HATH everlasting live, 
and shall not come into condemnation; 
but is passed from death unto life.” 

I asked him to read them aloud, and 
then, I questioned him, saying: 

“You have heard the words of Jesus?” 

“Yes.’’ 

“You believe Him who sent Him?”’ 

ees, 


“Then what have you got?” 
(After some hesitation) ‘‘I have ever- 
lasting life.’’

“And what else is true of you? 
(Again hesitation, but finally) ‘I sha!] 
not come into condemnation.”’ 

“And what else?”’ 

(Longer hesitation, and then with a 
deep sigh of relief and joy) ‘‘I have passe! 
from death unto life.”’ 

We knelt and praised God together, 
and when we arose, he took my hand in 
his, exclaiming, ‘‘O, I thank God and | 
I thank you, with all my heart.” 

And then recalling what day it wa., 
he added, with a burst of exultation, 

“This for me is an Independence Da 
indeed!”’ : 

And so it was. 

“Tf the Son therefore shall make yo: 
free, ye shall be free indeed.”

GREAT ACCESSIONS TO CHICAGO 
CHURCHES 


Rev. Charles K. Carpenter, D.D 
Chairman of the Commission on Evang 
lism of the Federated Church Council of 
Chicago makes the following statement 

A year ago we set the goal at 30,00( 
new members for the _ co-operating 
churches, with the hope that we migh 
have that increase on confession of faith, 
an increase approximately of 10 per cent 
of the present membership. According 
to the returns received, the increase in 
membership has been between thirty 
five and forty thousand, considerably 
above the goal. The number received 
on confession of faith, that is, those 
received into the churches who had not 
previously been members anywhere, was 
seemingly between 7 per cent and 8 per 
cent. Some of the denominations report 
a 15 per cent increase in their member- 
ship. 

The results have been very hearten- 
ing and we enter upon the new year with 
gratitude to God and with expectation 
that He will lead us, His servants, to 
greater achievements during this year. 

The reports by denominations are as 
follows: Baptist, 53 churches reporting 
1996; Church of the Brethren, 3 churches, 
67; Congregational, 107 churches, 3063; 
Disciples, 24 churches, 1000; Evangelical 
Synod of North America, 33 churches, 
1189; Evangelical Association, 14 
churches, 345; Lutheran, 175 churches, 
8000; Episcopal, 82 churches, 1615; 
Friends, 1 church, 27; Methodist, 231 
churches, 7401; Methodist Protestant, 3 
churches, 75; Presbyterian, 109 churches 
reporting 5990; Reformed Church of! 
America, 13 churches, 381; Reformed 
Church in the U. S., 5 churches, 104; 
United Brethren, 5 churches, 95; United 
Evangelical, 5 churches reporting 93, 
United Presbyterian, 7 churches, 245; 
Without denominational affiliation, 35 
churches, 960.

is said of just two men in the Bible 
that they walked with God—Enoch and 
Noih. Enoch was a mere family man. 
After the birth of Methuselah he walked 
300 years with God. And if anything 
cai) make a man feel like walking with 
God, it is the consciousness that God has 
committed to him an immortal soul who 
is certain to walk after him and go in 
whatever direction he goes. 

Enoch did not put himself under a 
glass case; he did not retire to a cell. 
He lived a normal life at the head of a 
family and walked with God. Noah was 
also a family man, but more. He was at 
the head ofa great enterprise, building the 
ark, and it looked as if it took him about 
120 years. He must have had many 
setbacks; there must have been bother 
with workmen then as now. Very likely 
he had difficulty in securing material. 
At the head of a great enterprise he doubt- 
less found it more difficult to walk with 
God than in the quiet of his family. 

\nd it is in the movements in a com- 
nunity and in the world that the Chris- 
ian is often asked to head and assist in 
eat enterprises like the ark building, 
hat he finds it very difficult to walk with 
rod. If I had my life to live over in the

What Brings Trouble? 


Notice that we are to please Him—to 
walk with Him—not try to induce Him 
to walk with you. That is the matter 
with many of us. Much of our trouble 
comes from a persistent effort to induce 
God to goour way. Wehave marked out 
what we want to do, and we want to 
convince Him that that ought to be done 
and we would like to have His power as 
one of the assets in doing it. 

Some of us remember that Grover 
Cleveland vetoed more bills than any 
other president of the United States. He 
was caricatured in the public press as the 
great vetoer. And the reason was that 
Congress was not of the same political 
party as Cleveland; they passed their 
bills without consulting him, and then 
sent them up to him for his signature, and 
he vetoed about nine-tenths of them. 
If they had consulted him beforehand, 
he would have let more of them go 
through. 

This is often what we call prayer. In 
the little congregational sessions of our 
private lives we decide what we want to 
do and then pass these plans up to God 
for his signature—and we call that prayer, 
and he vetoes about nine-tenths of them. 
But when we learn what is the circle of 
His will, we can ask what we will, and He 
will do it. 

A friend of mine was going down the 
street and came upon two lads, one of 
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them crying as if his heart would break. 
My friend said to the older one, ‘‘What is 
the matter?’’ ‘‘Nothing, except he just 
wants to have his own way,’’ was the 
answer. My friend walked down the 
street saying to himself, ‘‘That is just 
the matter with me and has been for 
forty years. I have been trying to have 
my own way and blubbering because | 
could not have it.”’ 


Jesus a Man of Prayer 


If we had time we could discuss two 
ways in which we should try to please 
God, the prayer lifeand the soul-winning 
life. The Father said, looking upon 
Jesus, ‘‘This is my beloved Son, in whom 
I am well pleased.’’ And he said this 
while Christ was at prayer. Follow him 
in his prayer life—you will find the kind 
of praying that pleases God. There at 
his baptism—between his privacy and his 
publicity; between the quiet of his home 
life and the activity of his public ministry. 

If we learn to mark that little period 
every morning between the quiet of the 
homeand the activity of our business with 
a season of prayer, what it would doforus! 
We find that the family altar has crum- 
bled, and families where they used to have 
the family prayer are now too busy making 
money to attend to other things, and that 
what used to be so sacred is passed over 
lightly. The Lord Jesus between His 
privacy and His publicity is at prayer, 
and if we want to walk with Him and 
please Him, mark that place as a time of 
prayer. 

Then the dove-touch took him to the 
conflict with Satan. Remember Mark 
says, ‘‘The Spirit driveth him,’ Driven 
by the dove—the gentlest of touches; 
every fiber of the being of Christ in revolt 
against contact with the foul fiend—yet 
he went, driven by the gentle dove-touch 
of the Spirit. And if you mark with 
prayer that little period between the 
privacy and the publicity, you will be- 
come responsive to the lightest touch of 
God in the day. 





Then comes another period, between 
miracle and To-morrow He 
goes to preach in other cities. He Has 
spent a whole day working miracles in Ca- 
pernaum, but He goes out beforethedawn, 
topray. If we had spent a day in miracle 
working, in emptying the hospitals and

cemeteries, would we think it necessary 
topray? Butif we would walk with hit 
let us follow along that line. 
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Prayer Neutralizes Pepper 


Between criticism and crisis—to-mor- 
row he is to choose the twelve. This 
marks a great crisis in his ministry. 
Today he is in the synagogue and there 
are some scribes and Pharisees there 
who have come to catch him in his words; 
not to be edified, but to catch him in his 
words. Did you ever come up before 
a crowd and feel that there was a lot of 
scribes and Pharisees there, ready to 
catch you in your words? They have 
not come to be edified but to criticize. 
And the temptation of the flesh was just 
to turn your machine gun in that direc- 
tion and fire into them. And it just 
made them still more critical, and the 
spirit that you manifested was exactly 
the spirit with which they came. They 
came to criticize me and I criticized them. 
It is possible to criticize your critics in 
the most critical spirit. 

But Christ went off and spent the night 
in prayer. If any one has been criticiz- 
ing you, and you feel like writing a letter 
with fire and pepper in it—then go off 
and spend a night in prayer. Try a 
night of prayer on your critics and see 
how that will work. It works better 
than the criticizing spirit works. 

The prayer spirit in the routine; not only 
when we come to a great crisis, but pray- 
ing without ceasing. The upward look; 
the constant touch with God, walking 
with him in the dust of the dreary way; 
talking with him when we are tired, and 
letting him talk to us; asking him every 
day to consecrate not only our addresses 
and our articles and our visits, but the 
incidental meetings—the quiet routine of 
life. 

Speaking To a Crowd and Speaking 
To One 

But we cannot follow him further in 
this prayer life. Let us follow Him 
also in the soul-winning life, making the 
quiet routine of our livesa soul-winning 
life. 

Now I have had the pleasure (and it was 
greater then than it is now) of speaking 
to some great crowds. In Madison 
Square Garden, New York, when I was 
ill for a week afterward as a result of the 
effort to make those 18,000 people hear; 
in Baltimore at a great Christian Endeavor 
Convention, some 17,000 or i8,000; in 
Cleveland to 15,000; in Boston to 17,000 
or 18,000. And if anybody was ever con- 
verted by these addresses the returns have 
not yet come in. I hope they will, in 
heaven, but I have not heard from them 
yet. I put into those addresses all that 
I had. 

But how thankful I am for the routine 
work. How God has blessed the quiet, 
incidental touch. He has given me more 
joy out of that than he has out of the 
great crowds who applauded and praised 
and said what a fine address that was— 
and I rather agreed with them, as I went 
away with their praises in my ears. 

I was in Asheville, N. C., the other 
day—another place sacred because of 
God’s blessings. And there was the little 
cottage across the ravine where in my rou- 
tine pastoral work I paid a visit to a mem- 
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ber of my flock one afternoon. The dea- 
con’s good wife took ten minutes to get 
ready while I sat in the cold parlor and 
shivered. Inthe midst of it camea knock 
at the door, and in came a dust covered 
workman from the street, inquiring forthe 
deacon. 

He sat down with me to wait. 

“Are you a Christian?”’ I asked. 

“You have no use for me: you are look- 
ing for the well-to-do, like all the other 
church folks are,”’ he replied. 

I tried to convince him that the Lord 
had some use for him and that the preach- 
ers and churches had more use for him 
than he thought. Before he left we 
knelt in prayer together, and I thought 
I saw a little moisture in his eyes before 
he went away. 

Then I saw his face in my church in 
the evening service, back under the gal- 
lery. Well, I had the pleasure of baptiz- 
ing him, and he became a rough and ready 
evangelist. He held some meetings for 
about two weeks up in a little mountain 
cove. Five or six boys were converted. 
One of them was George W. Truett, one 
of the greatest preachers we have, a 
pastor in Dallas, Tex. So I am his spir- 
itual grandfather. I won to Christ the 
man that won him, and I do not have to 
read Truett’s sermons to enjoy them—lI 
just look at his name, and when I heard 
of his preaching on the steps of the Cap- 
itol at Washington, I called to mind the 
incidental meeting in the routine work, 
that God used to save a rough workman, 
and through him a great preacher. 

II 

1. Notice what is necessary now in order 
that we may please God in the routine: 
‘‘Without faith it is impossible to please 
him.’ You cannot please Him in things 
little or big, if you do not trust Him. 
Looking unto Jesus—trusting the Holy 
Spirit every day for victory—trusting 
God all the time. 

It is just as impossible to please ‘any- 
body else with any nobility in their 
makeup. Try it. Say to your wife, 
“You are very beautiful and very intelli- 
gent and very kind and all that, but I 
have lost confidence in you.’’ There 
would be trouble there, if there is any 
nobility in her nature at all. 

Or, let the wife say to the husband, 
“You are very great and very noble and 
very indulgent, but I have no faith in 
you any more.’’ Would that please the 
husband? Could you say anything after 
that, no matter what, that would please 
him? 

Do you come to God saying, ‘I dis- 
trust you just a little. I do not think 
that you can give me complete victory, 
though you say so. I do not think you 
can give me complete salvation. I will 
trust you only a little.’’ Could you say 
anything after that to please God? 
“Without faith it is impossible to please 
God” and I emphasize it: Jf you do not 
have faith, there is nothing you can do that 
will please him. 

2. One more thing we must have; 
the consciousness of God’s_ presence. 
“He that cometh to God must believe 


that he is.’”’ Stop there. We must be- 
lieve that He is. Not that He was, or 
that He will be. It is easy to believe 
that He was; that He created the worlds; 
that He was with the prophets and 
apostles and with our fathers. And it 
is easy to believe that He willbe. Thinvs 
are not right here, but He will set them 
to rights by and by. 

But do you believe that God is here-— 
in your home, in your store, in your 
garden, in your shop and study ard 
heart? Do you believe that the God who 
is the God of the past and of the future 
is here now? 

When Christ came to Bethany one 
sister said, ‘‘If you had been here he 
would not have died.’’ The other sai, 
“Yes, there will be a resurrection—in 
the future.’”’ But Jesus said—“I am the 
resurrection and the life.’ The resur- 
rection of the past and of the. future is 
here now, in omnipotent power. 

3. And then, are you willing to be 
perfectly satisfied with Him and care 
nothing for His gifts? ‘‘He that comet) 
to God must believe that he is and that 
he is a rewarder of them that diligently 
seek him.’ Not the gifts, not the salva- 
tion, not the victory, not the glory. The 
faith that rejoices in the giver above the 
gift, in the Saviour above the salvation; 
in the victor above the victory; in the 
sanctifier above the sanctification; in the 
glorifier above the glory. ‘‘A rewarder 
of them that diligently seek him.”” He 
will give everything that you need if you 
simply seek him. If you want only God 
you will have all that he has to give. 

Dr. A. J. Gordon said once, “I told 
the children one time that I would 
bring them a doll apiece from Boston, 
and as the train came into the station | 
saw them watching for me. And that 
was the first time I remembered those 
dolls since I made the promise. They 
cried with disappointment, and I told 
that I would pay for any doll they might 
choose in the village. Then one of them 
said through her tears, ‘‘Father, I would 
rather have you than all the dolls in 
Boston.’ And I felt that I should like 
to give her all the dolls in Boston.” 

The Father will give if you just want 
the Father:—a rewarder of them that 
diligently seek Him. Do you pant after 
God as the hart panteth after the water- 
brooks? 

The Man of Affairs 

Now just a moment with the man of 
affairs. Noah had more difficulty in 
walking with God than Enoch. “By 
faith Noah being warned by God of 
things not seen as yet, moved with fear, 
prepared an ark for the saving of his 
house.’’ No one had ever seen such a 
thing as a flood, and he could have asked 
a hundred questions—but he believed 
God. He believed His threatenings just 
as much as His promises, and he feared 
God. The fear of God makes a hero, 
while the fear of man makes a coward. 

He feared for his family and he pre- 
pared an ark for the saving of his house. 
Do you believe the threatenings of God 
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s implicitly as you do the promises? 
\)o you believe in a hell as much as in a 
heaven? Do you believe in punishment 
for sin as much as in a reward for faith- 
fulness? ‘‘Knowing the terror of the 
ord we persuade men,”’ and I am confi- 
-nt that the absence of this very fear from 
1e pulpit of to-day is one of the secrets 

its weakness. There is not much to 
|e saved from and not much to be saved 
to. 


Anarchy or Christ

But what arewe todo? Prepare the ark 


for the saving of our house. Get those 
that you love into the ark: get your 
neighbors into the ark: get everybody you 
can into.the ark in preparation for the 
coming flood, whatever it may be. 

Turn over to Genesis 6:14, and you 
will find that Jehovah told Noah to pitch 
the ark within and without with pitch. 
Andthe Hebrewscholar is literally startled 
when he comes to Leviticus to find that 
the word translated “pitch,” all through 
Leviticus is translated ‘‘atonement.” 

You see the picture, do you not? Here 
is the ark, all ready, but it is not sea- 
worthy. It is ready and yet not ready. 
There must be the pitch within and with- 
out before it will be safe for the family 
on the inside, the waters of death on the 
outside. 

There is a picture of what atonment 
really means. The atoning blood of 
Jesus Christ bears the same relation to 
the sinner that accepts him as the pitch 
that keeps out the waters of judgment 
and keeps in the subjects of grace. And 
whatever the storm that may come, if 
we are in the ark of the atoning blood, 
we are safe. 


Fear Where No Fear Is 
“By faith Enoch was translated that 
he should not see death,’’ and child of 


God that you are, neither shall you see 
death. I think I can promise you that. 





On the cross the Lord Jesus said—I never 
knew how to repeat it and never heard it 


repeated right—‘‘My God! my God! 
why hast thou forsaken me?” There is 
death—separation from God. When it 


comes to what we call death, God just 
draws a little closer. We do not have to 
taste death, no, not the death that is 
separation from God. Jesus tasted death 
for every man. 

When we lived in Baltimore one of my 
most prominent members had hysteria 
almost at the thought of death.

During a summer vacation the paper 
published the news that she had died, so 
when we got home we went to the 
daughter’s to inquire about it. She told 
us that her mother was in the garden 
gathering flowers and singing. She came 
in with a beautiful bouquet of flowers and 
lay down on the’couch. And when the 
daughter came in to her, she was gone. 
She did not see death at all, and had been 
having a terrible time for nothing. When 
she got there, she did not see anything 
at all. We never can see the spiritual 
death, if we walk with God. 


A Meditation on Abiding Forever

CLIMBED one day to the top of 

a ledge of gray, weather-beaten 

rocks and sat there looking down 

upon the little Arkansas village that 
nestled in the valley like a child in its 
mother’s arms. 

As I swept with my eyes that great, 
wide range of hills, covered with rocks 
and trees I thought of the passage, ‘‘The 
strength of the hills is his.’’ And in 
serious mood I took out my _ pocket 
Testament and began to read. 

I had opened to First John, the second 
chapter, and my eyes lighted upon the 
seventeenth verse of that chapter. I had 
read it, and quoted it, and meditated 
upon it many times, but somehow ‘it had 
never gripped me before as it did that day 
sitting on that old rock. 

And I read it over again, punctuated 
by the tense throbbings of my own heart 
as I rejoiced in the truth of the eternal 
word: 

“‘And the world passeth away, and the 
lust thereof; but he that doeth the will 
of God abideth forever.” 

“And the world passeth away.” I 
thought of that great word: ‘The ele- 
ments shall melt with fervent heat.’

And not only so, but the world system 
at the head of which is Satan, the prince 
{ this world, and all the lust of the world;

for—all shall pass away. There shall be 
nothing left of it all. 

And then, I read on, and how my 
heart thrilled! ‘‘But he that doeth the 
will of God abideth forever.” 

Oh, how men and women long for 
permanence! How they direct that cost- 
ly monuments be built above their 
ashes! How they endow colleges and 
build libraries, and put their names 
over the doors, that they may somehow 
be not forgotten!

Oh, the wonder of it! Not just saved 
from the guilt, and the penalty that 
follows guilt, but taken up into eternal 
fellowship, abiding in God forever! 

And the rivers of peace flow through 


the heart, and joys unspeakable make 
music in the soul. ‘‘Abideth forever.” 

How it rings through heart and brain 
like a great pealing anthem chanted by 
a heavenly choir. 

“The world is gone; the lust of the 
world is gone, but thank God, I abide in 
Him.”

How Change Initiates Change 


“There was another overlooked truth 
which has lately become conspicuous 
enough. Often I have reproached pol- 
iticians with contemplating only the 
proximate results of legislation and not 
seeing the remote results; and I find I 
have to reproach myself with a kindred 
blindness. I did not in early days 
perceive that one organic change tends 
ever to initiate another, and this another, 
occasionally bringing about a perpetual 
moulding and re-moulding of institutions, 
and a too-plastic state of society; until 
there eventually arrives something ap- 
proaching to political disorganization. 

“But, as above said, while character 
remains unchanged, change of institu- 
tions, however great superficially, cannot 
be fundamentally great; and while there 
is going on disorganization of one kind— 
while the old coercive arrangements are 
being relaxed, new coercive arrange- 
ments are being unobtrusively estab- 
lished. For the concomitant of that 
legislation which more and more ad- 
vantages the employed classes at the 
expense of the employing classes, is the 
crowth of an administrative system be- 
coming ever more powerful and_per- 
cmptory—a new governing agency which 
the emancipated people are unawares 
elaborating for themselves, while think- 
ing only of gaining the promised benefits. 

“Unceasing development of this, daily 

ore rapid, has now become inevitable, 
lor the reason that both electors and 
(ieir representatives invoke with in- 

easing urgency public help, public ex- 
nditure, and public regulation, which 
| imply a continually augmenting army 
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of officials—an army which, by the re- 
strictions and dictations its members en- 
force, gradually decreases the freedom 
of citizens, at the same time that it 
further decreases this freedom by de- 
manding that more and more of their 
labor shall be devoted to maintaining it 
and paying for the work it superintends. 
The Growth of Bureaucracy 

“The insidious growth of this organ- 
ized and consolidated bureaucracy will 
go on, because the electorate cannot 
conceive the general but distant evils 
it must entail, in contrast with the 
special and immediate advantages to be 
gained by its action. For the masses 
can appreciate nothing but material 
boons—better homes, shorter hours, 
higher wages, more regular work. 

‘Hence they are in favor of those who 
vote for restricting time in mines, for 
forcing employers to contribute to men’s 
insurance funds, for dictating railway- 
fares and freights, for abolishing the so- 
called sweating system. It seems to 
them quite right that education, wholly 
paid for by rates, should be State-regu- 
lated; that the:-State should give tech- 
nical instruction; that quarries should be 
inspected and regulated; that there 
should be sanitary registration of hotels. 
The powers which local governments 
now have to supply gas, water, and 
electric light, they think may fitly be 
extended to making tramways, buying 
and working adjacent canals, building 
houses for artizans and laborers, lend- 
ing money for the purchase of freeholds, 
and otherwise adding to conveniences 
and giving employment. 

“While all this implies a wide-spread 
officialism, ever growing in power, it 
implies augmented burdens upon. all 
who have means: constituting an indirect 
re-distribution of property. There is, in 
fact, already in force the policy which 
Mr. Henry George advocates, when he 
says we must not turn out the landlords 
but ‘tax them out.’ 

The Rise of a New Tyranny 

“On recognizing the universality of 
rhythm, it becomes clear that it was 
absurd to suppose that the great relaxa- 
tion of restraints—political, social, com- 
mercial—which culminated in free-trade, 
would continue. A re-imposition of re- 
straints, if not of the same kind then of 
other kinds, was inevitable; and it is 
now manifest that whereas during a 
long period there had been an advance 
from involuntary co-operation in social 
affairs to voluntary co-operation (or, to 
use Sir Henry Maine’s language, from 
status to contract), there has now com- 
menced a reversal of the process. 

“Contract is in all directions being 
weakened and broken; and we are on the 
way back to that involuntary co-opera- 
tion, or system of status, consequent on 
the immense development of public ad- 
ministrations and the corresponding sub- 
ordination of citizens—a system of indus- 
tries carried on under universal State-regu- 
lation—a new tyranny eventually leading 
to new resistances and emancipations. 


“There may be factors which 1 have 
overlooked. Co-operation, for example, 
were it successful, might do much 
towards checking this transformation 
But so long as co-operation succeeds 
only in distribution and fails in produc- 
tion, not much is to be hoped from it 

“Human nature must be much better 
than it at present is before a much higher 
civilization can be established. Though 
I believe that, in the words of the song, 
‘there’s a good time coming,’ it now 
seems to me that the ‘good time’ is very 
far distant.”’

The Moody Church has unanimously 
called Rev. P. W. Philpott as pastor, 
and he has accepted the call, the pastor- 
ate to begin September 1. 

Mr. Philpott has been for twenty- 
seven years pastor of an independent 
church in Hamilton, Ont., starting witl 
thirty-five members with a_ present 
membership of fifteen hundred. He is 
recognized as one of the strongest evan- 
gelistic pastors of the western continent, 
and it is believed that he will be worthy 
to fill a place in a line of great evangelis 
tic pastors of the Moody Church and of 
which Dwight L. Moody was the first.

This society for the last fiscal year 
received $1,093,825.79. In the manu- 
facture, purchase and distribution of the 
Scriptures in the United States, $693,003 
were expended, and in the translation, 
manufacture, purchase and_ distribu- 
tion of Scriptures in foreign lands, 
$441,253.

It is well known that 
the society sells its books at actual cost. 
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Columbus Infidelity Throws Off Its Mask

HE city of Columbus and the 

state of Ohio are in the midst of 

a lively discussion of the funda- 

mental principles of the Christian 
faith. Not in decades has the interest in 
maintaining and defending the cardinal 
doctrines been so keen. Many min- 
isters and members of churches who 
heretofore have been neutral and con- 
ciliatory have recently realized that they 
have been “set for the defense of the 
gospel,’’ and in accord with theinjunction 
of the apostle have begun to ‘“‘contend 
earnestly for the faith once for all de- 
livered.” 

The immediate occasion of the dis- 
cussion was the holding of ‘‘The Institute 
of Religion’’ by a group of “‘liberal’’ 
ministers who styled themselves ‘“‘The 
Theological Seventeen.’’ The general 
theme announced in their printed pro- 
gram was “Christian Faith for Men of 
Today.” The foreword in explanation of 
their program says in part: 


“In presenting this program to the 
constituency of the religious forces of 
the city of Columbus, we presume to 
say that it is an attempt to give some 
adequate expression of modern Chris- 
tian thought. The growing acceptance 
of the findings of the critical study of 
the Scriptures, the dominance of the 
scientific type of mind and the de- 
mand for the complete socialization 
of individuals, nations, and _ races 
have not only wrought marked changes 
in the various forms of institutional 
Christianity, but have also made 
necessary a more rational, scientific 
and progressive presentation of the 
claims of the Christian faith.” 


In this “Foreword” every one who has 
had even a little experience with rational- 
ism and liberal theology, recognizes the 
characteristic earmarks and camouflage. 
Some of the particular subjects were, 
“An Outline Statement of the Faith for 
Today,” ‘‘Modern Science and Christian 
Faith,’’ ‘‘The Christian Idea of God,” 
‘“‘The Christian Idea of Christ,’’ ‘‘The 
Christian Idea of Man,”’ “‘The Christian 
Idea of Salvation,’ ‘‘The Christian Idea 
of the Holy Spirit,’’ ‘‘The Christian Idea 
of Prayer,’’ ‘‘The Christian Idea of the 
Church,” ‘‘Modern Scholarship and the 
Bible,”’ etc. 

These are splendid subjects but the 
people were not prepared to have the 
papers of Columbus appear next morning 
with glaring headlines, ‘‘Garden of Eden 
a Fairy Tale,’’ ‘‘No Evidence of Virgin 
Birth,” “‘House-cleaning Needed if Chris- 
tianity is to be Preserved,” ‘Future that 
Ends before the Great White Throne 
Sounds like a Myth.” 

In his “Outline Statement of the Faith 
for Today,” a Methodist minister, whom 
I shall not name, said, as reported by 
the Ohio State Journal, which copied from 
his manuscript: ‘It is our purpose to 
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Rev. Joseph T. Britan 


throw overboard the teaching that for 
six thousand years has taken us back 
to a mythical Garden of Eden, with a 
future that ends before a Great White 
Throne. That sounds like a fairy tale 
to us. We simply cannot believe in this 
utter disaster that came upon the world 
in the Fall, the Flood, the ransom paid 
to the powers of evil, and the propitiation 
of God’s wrath. It lies outside reality 
for most of us and there is no use tinker- 
ing with it. We accept theistic evolution 
as 2 more rational and spiritual expres- 
sion of man.” 

The orthodox ministers and discerning 
Christians of Columbus had long known 
that many pastors of the city were 
preaching from a Shorter Bible and deny- 
ing many of the fundamentals of the 
Christian faith, but with the publication 
of the above, the whole city knew and 
recoiled from the shock. 

The writer of this article was in South 
Bend, Ind., with Dr. W. B. Riley, in 
Bible conference work when the Colum- 
bus newspaper which contained the 
above mentioned denials of the faith 
came to his hand. Within an hour, Dr. 
Riley had challenged to public debate, 
any member of the ‘‘Theological Seven- 
teen”’ in Central Presbyterian Church, 
Columbus, O., for Wednesday night, 
May 10, the writer sending telegrams to 
each of the three papers and to one 
member of the ‘‘Theological Seventeen.” 
Needless to say, the challenge was not 
accepted, but Dr. Riley came to Co- 
lumbus and delivered strong addresses 
on such subjects as, ‘‘The Scientific Ac- 
curacy of the Scriptures,” ‘‘Is the Bible 
an Inspiration or an Evolution?” ‘“Evo- 
lution—Does it Tend to Atheism and 
Anarchy?” ‘Professor Kent—The Man 
who cut the Heart out of the Bible,” 


“The Modernist University a Menace, ’ 
etc. 

Needless to say the Word was gallant! 
defended by Dr. Riley and the faith «{ 
thousands was revived. The orthodox 
ministers are preaching as never befoi~ 
on the great fundamental truths. 

The kinship of modern theology t» 
infidelity was also established. On» 
pastor read from a book certain passagi 
and then asked his congregation whether 
what he read sounded like the delive: 
ances of the ‘Theological Seventeen” 01 
the Fall, Flood, virgin birth and inspir 
tion of the Scriptures? After an affirm: 
tive answer he informed them that h> 
had read from Tom Paine’s Age 
Reason. 

The rationalist society of the cit 
invited the president of the ‘‘Theologica! 
Seventeen’’ to address the rationalists 
some Sunday afternoon saying, ‘“W 
surely are glad to have these ministers 
come up toward the front of the pro 
cession. Who knows but that the ra 
tionalists will go to hiring these gentle- 
men to preach for them yet.” 

Christians and unbelievers alike agre 
that in the excerpts from some of th 
addresses of the ‘‘Seventeen’’ we have a 
more rational presentation, not of thx 
tenets of Christianity, as they aver, but 
of rank infidelity itself. There are 
thinkers in our city who are wondering 
how such views as they preach can be 
called ‘“‘progressive’’ when every one 
knows that the identical views of Christ 
and His work were ‘held by the un- 
believing Jews in Jerusalem nineteen 
hundred years ago. 

The end of course is not yet. What the 
churches to which the ‘‘Seventeen”’ be 
long and to which they preach will do, 
remains to be seen. It is difficult to im- 
agine any further possible lengths of 
disbelief to which some of these might 
go. They have cut the Bible to pieces, 
retaining only a part of the whole, are 
satisfied. with a human Christ and in 
their summary of beliefs say nothing of 
regeneration or the work of the Holy 
Spirit. And many other fundamentals 
of the Christian faith are completely 
ignored. 

After this brief and inadequate state- 
ment of fact, perhaps the following re- 
flections may not be amiss. 

1. This emergence of shocking heresy 
is not characteristic of our city only. 
Once the unbelievers stood outside the 
sacred walls of our churches and preached 
their destructive doctrines. Now in 
many denominations and in many cities 
there “have crept in unawares certain 
men”’ who with great boldness and great 
swelling words ‘‘deny the only Lord God 
and our Lord Jesus Christ.’’ These men 
have unwittingly done a great service to 
the true church of Christ for they have 
branded themselves with printed words 
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so plainly that henceforth no one need 
doubt where they belong. 

), In one of their statements they 
re‘er to the state of unrest, the ‘‘break- 
own of organized Christianity and the 
di-ordered condition of the world” as a 
reason for ‘‘calling the people to the con- 
sieration of things religious and Chris- 
tin.” They evidently felt that they

Here is the proof. Now that the world 
(fr the time being) has repudiated kings 
aid kaisers there remains but one ex- 
te nal source of authority outside man— 
t Bible. Heretofore the Bible has 
exercised a powerful restraining influence 
om man, having as it did the righteous

and restraining power of a truly inspired 

\ord from God. But let the Bible be 
sist aside, as these men are casting it 
aside and there remains no external 
authority over man save that which he 
imposes on himself. And when neither 
kings nor the Bible restrain the great 
asses of men anarchy and chaos are 
not far away. 

Rev. Bouck White, the Socialist agi- 
tator who gained such notoriety in New 
York during the late war said, in an 
interview with The New York Sun, ‘‘The 
schools and pulpits where the ‘higher 
criticism’ of the Scriptures is taught, are 
seminaries of social revolution.’’ It 
might be well for the liberal theologians 
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Courtesy Columbus Dispatch 
to ponder well his words before they 
destroy in toto the restraining influence 
of the Word of God. 

3. The end is not yet. The true min- 
isters of Christ in our city will not be 
content to remain silent. In the eyes of 
many every minister is regarded as a 
hypocrite, preaching doctrines which he 
does not believe, for the sake of the 
living which he obtains from his work. 
Every minister is slandered by the action 
and utterances of the ‘‘Seventeen,’’ and 





the true preachers of the true gospel 
will yet speak so that all may hear and 
understand. 

Meanwhile, let all recall the words of 
the loving apostle John, ‘‘He that abideth 
in the doctrine of Christ, he hath both 
the Father and the Son. If there come 
any unto you and bring not this doctrine, 
receive him not into your house, neither 
bid him God-speed, for he that biddeth 
him God-speed is partaker of his evil 
deeds.”’ 


Early Training Versus Crime 


By Bessie Locke, Corresponding Secretary, National Kindergarten Association 


ISTRICT Attorney Banton of 
New York recently issued fig- 
ures which he said showed ‘‘the 
tendency of the juvenile to im- 
itate his elders’’ who commit crimes. 
The figures were based on the number 
of arraignments in children’s courts in 
New York County in March and April. 

In March, twenty-nine boys were ar- 
raigned for burglary and seven for grand 
larceny; in April, forty-three for burg- 
lary, twenty-one for grand larceny, and 
two for highway robbery. 

It seems strange that we as a nation 
are not yet sufficiently logical to see the 
cconomy and wisdom of preventing 
crime by “letting no man grow up a 
criminal’’—attacking the problem at its 
source. John Locke long ago compared 
life with a river, and pointed out the 
comparative ease with which one can 
lirect the course of either a river or a 
life by working at the source. The 
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kindergarten cultivates right habits of 
thought and action early in life. 


What Crime Costs 


All of our children are entitled to re- 
ceive the best possible educational ad- 
vantages to equip them for the burdens 
which they will inherit from us. But 
even if we were not concerned with the 
future, it would be economy to provide 
early training for our children to reduce 
the enormous sums of public moneys 
now being spent upon the delinquent 
classes. Criminologists estimate that the 
cost of crime in this country is $3,500,000 
a day. Every time you pay a tax you 
may caiculate that a generous proportion 
of your money will be expended upon 
wretched specimens of humanity who 
are the result of neglected childhood, for 
which you and I, as members of society, 
are responsible. 

The kindergarten has demonstrated 


its effectiveness as a means of preventing 
crime. In Love and Law in Child Trajning 
published some years ago, the statement 
was made that in California there was no 
record in the juvenile courts of a child 
ever having been arrested who had been 
to kindergarten. 

The means by which the kindergarten 
accomplishes its purpose are scientific, 
and are the result of an intimate knowl- 
edge of childhood on the part of the 
young woman who has studied the phil- 
osophy of Froebel. 


The Child Who Stole a Toy 


Some years ago the following incident 
occurred in a kindergarten. One of the 
children during the course of the morn- 
ing took a toy that belonged to another 
child. He hid it, intending to take it 
home. The owner was distressed over 
its loss and complained to the teacher. 
She did not start an investigation and 
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expose the child who took the toy, but 
allowed the children to go on with their 
morning program, apparently ignoring 
the incident. However, when the story 
hour arrived, she told a story bearing on 
this subject and bringing out the thought 
of honesty. Before the child went home 
he brought the toy to the teacher and 
told her he had taken it, but that he was 
sorry. Training like that will save many 
future criminals. 
Rosy’s ‘*Taking Ways”’ 

In the Hoagland Kindergarten in 
Brooklyn, supported by Dr. Cornelius 
N. Hoagland, and later endowed by him, 
there was long ago a little Italian child 
who seemed to be a born thief, so nat- 
urally did she appropriate everything in 
sight. The kindergarten teacher gave 
special attention to the cultivation of 
frankness and honesty in little Rosy, 
and when she passed on to the primary 
school she had entirely lost her ‘taking 


ways.’’ Without the benefits of kinder- 
garten training she would, without doubt, 
have eventually joined the ranks of the 
depraved, and become a burden to so- 
ciety, which would have cost infinitely 
more than the sum expended upon her 
early training 
Kindergartens by Law 


It is gratifying to note that this sub- 
ject of providing educational advantages 
for our children between four and _ six 
years of age is coming to be appreciated. 
The most effective means of securing 
more kindergartens is through the en- 
actment of laws providing for their 
establishment upon petition of parents. 
Such a law has been in force in California 
since 1913 and has put that state in the 
lead in the number of kindergartens in 
proportion to the population. 


Seven other states have followed the 
example set by California and have en- 


acted similar laws, namely: Arizon 
Nevada, Texas, Maine, Pennsylvani 
Kansas, and Wisconsin. 


At the present time Louisiana an 
Georgia are endeavoring to secure th 
legislation, and word has been receive 
that next winter similar attempts w 
be made in Alabama, Connecticut, New 
Jersey, Ohio, Wyoming, and Missour’. 
The work will be in charge of branch: s 
of the following organizations: Congre 
of Mothers and Parent-Teacher Associ 
tions, Federation of Women’s Club 
League of Women Voters, Supren 
Forest Woodmen Circle, Federation 
Labor.

The concept of the school is that the 
Bible was given because God so loved 
the world as to give His only begotten 
Son that whosoever believeth in Him 
should not perish but have everlasting 
life. Because this is so the Scriptures 
of the Old Testament point forward to 
Christ and the Scriptures of the New 
Testament tell the story of these pre- 
dictions fulfilled and of His life here 
upon earth, of the doctrines which He 
taught and the doctrines which His 
disciples taught, guided of Him through 
the Holy Spirit. 

The Summer Bible School is carefully 
graded after the principles of the public 
school. A fully developed Summer Bible 
School has twelve grades, the ages corre- 
sponding to the grades of the public school. 

The teachers are public school teachers 
who are Christians. For their services 
they receive a small salary of $10 per 
week usually. 
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A Typical Daily Vacation Bible School 


The term begins on the first Monday 
after public school closes, continues for 
five weeks, five days a week, three hours 
per day, morning sessions only. 

The course of study is three fold. 

The Way of Life, a little book, con- 
taining an.outline of the predictions of 
Christ’s coming in the Old Testament, 
and of His manifestation in the New, is 
the leader, and is supported by more than 
thirty carefully selected chapters con- 
taining the principal doctrines and many 
of the devotional portions of the Word 
of God. 

One-third of the time of the school is 
devoted to this memory work, one-third 
to the history of the Jewish people and 
the biographies of the leading characters 
of Scripture, and the remaining third 
to the geography of Bible lands and 
the facts associated with the principal 
places in those lands. 

This school has been carried on with

schools of this type 

in Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Delaware, 

Indiana, Michigan, Illinois, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Missouri, and Washington. 

The school receives the enthusiastic 
endorsement of Dr. Gray, Dean of The 
Moody Bible Institute, who said of it 
when introducing its author to the Con- 
ference of Religious teachers and workers 
at the Institute, Founder’s Week, 1920, 
“This is about the most vital subject 
before this convention.”

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An Appeal for Rural Evangelism 


By Evangelist T. LeRoy Muir, Andes, N. Y. 


HE last decade witnessed a con- 

tinuous growth in evangelistic 

effort. We had large city and 

small town campaigns. The Spirit 
of God unlocked the hearts of thou- 
sands who cried out, ‘‘What must I do 
to be saved?”’ , 

Nor was this healing of the people 
confined to city and town. Those who 
came back from the army cantonments 
in this country and the finishing camps 
of Europe told us of souls won, of lives 
transformed, of God’s glory in the hearts 
of men. For these tidings we rejoiced 
and thanked God. 

But now let us consider sources. It is 
a fact that many of these conversions 
were those of country bred boys and, 
in our cities, of country bred women. 

Why were they not reached before? 
Why were they not won to God years 
back? 

In other words, let me plead for the 
rural field and ask you to consider briefly 
with me conditions, the method, the 
glory. 

1. Conditions. Indifference towards 
the church has come to be the chief sin 
of many rural communities. People 
seem to have no desire to be connected 
with anything that concerns God. But 
worst of all, many professing Christians 
seem to have no desire to touch the 
sinner. 

A Sunday-school convention was held 
a few years since in a rural community. 
One of the speakers stated that she had 
been in a certain village a year ago, and 
when she asked for the young men, the 
people replied, ‘‘There are none.’’ One 


year afterwards she returned and found 
upon the walls of that church a service 
flag with twenty-one stars. 


The young men were there, but the 
church, because of indifference and lazi- 
ness, was not reaching them. These 
are the chief characteristics of the rural 
field. 


2. These conditions are mainly brought 
about by untrained leadership. 


Some men have been sent into rural 
work because they could go nowhere 
else. Therefore the hardest field got 
the poorest men. I am not underesti- 
mating the loyalty and devotion of our 
rural leadership, but I am saying that we 
must have a trained leadership if we are 
to build up the kingdom of God. 

I know of one rural pastor who said 
to me, ‘‘There is no hope for the country. 
One does well if he holds the fort.’’ Too 
many men are trying to hold the fort 
rather than storm the heights. 

3. In much distinctly rural territory 
flagrant sin abounds. 

In a town where we were holding 
services I happened into the village 
store. A man and a boy of ten entered. 
The man brought forth from his pocket 
a fifty-cent piece, bought the boy a pipe 
and three packs of tobacco and then 
stood outside and watched him “light 
up.” 

In that same village, supposedly dry 
by law, men were drunken every night 
on hard cider. 

These conditions exist in many places 
over our land. 





One Remedy 

(1) The challenge of the hour is for 
consecrated and trained Christian work- 
ers who will go into the country and 
help make crooked ways straight. Every 
rural school-house and church should 
have its evangelistic campaign of two to 
four weeks. If, as some one has said, 
most of the brains of our nation has 
come from the country, it is imperative 
that we vitally touch the future leader- 
ship for God. 

A publicity campaign of weeks will do 
wonders. The rural mind grasps an- 
nouncements slowly. Let them sink in. 

We had a campaign in a rural school- 
house. We sent a postal card to every 
family. The place was jammed at the 
first service and we baptized twenty per- 
sons before leaving. 

(2). The worker in the country field 
should be a trained worker, not only in 
drawing the net, but in building up the 
church. 

Many country pastors, because of ill 
health, lack of money, lack of educational 
advantages, are unable to get further, but 
the trained worker might give the vision, 
map out a plan, in short—teach the 
pastor.

The Bible tells us that “they that be 
wise shall shine as the firmament and 
they that turn many to righteousness 
as the stars forever and ever.”’ 

A new era of evangelism has been 
entered upon. It is the era of personal 
work everywhere and somewhere. God 
calls. Where are you? Shall we, the 
chosen ones of God, refuse the task? 


The Niagara Bible Conference 


The Following Was Written for Us by Dr. L. W. Munhall at Our Request.—Editors. 


a HE first Bible conference held 
| on this continent, met at Swamps- 
cott, Mass., July 19-26, 1876. 
Subsequently it met annually for 
twenty-five years, save in 1884, and be- 
came known as the Niagara Bible Con- 
ference in 1890. The following were 
present at the first Conference: James 
H. Brookes, William J. Erdman, H. M. 
Parsons, D. W. Whittle, George C. Need- 
ham, H. W. Brown, L. W. Munhall and 
several others, whose names were not 
recorded. 


“The conference lasted ten days, with 
three sessions each day, two hours in the 
forenoon, one hour in the afternoon and 
two hours at night. There were the 
same teachers and subjects each day, 
five teachers and five subjects. Dr. 
Brookes had The Second Coming of 
Christ; Dr. Parsons, The Office and Work 
of the Holy Spirit; Dr. Erdman, Sanctifi- 
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cation; George C. Needham, How to 
Study the Bible; and H. W. Brown, 
What and Howto Preach. Major Whit- 
tle conducted the devotional studies with 
a little assistance from me. 


“The sessions the first five days were 
held in the hotel parlors and were private. 
The object of the conference was to ascer- 
tain what the Bible taught on the sub- 
jects named; and it was believed that 
this end could be better reached in a pri- 
vate gathering than in a public assembly. 
But a number of the pastors in Lynn and 
other near by communities made special 
request that the conference should be 
held in a church and open to the public. 
The request was granted and many pas- 
tors and laymen attended the closing 
sessions. 

“The conference of 1877 was held at 
Watkins Glen, N. Y. The next three 
years in Clifton Springs, N. Y., and in 


1881 at Old Orchard, Me.; then at 
Mackinac Island and in 1883 at Niagara, 
Ont., there to remain until 1898 when it 
was held at Point Chautauqua and again 
in 1899. In 1900 the conference met at 
Asbury Park, N. J. 

“The following is the last recorded 
minute: 


‘Philadelphia, Pa., 
‘April 5, 1901. 

‘The committee met pursuant to a 
notice issued to all the committee by 
the secretary concerning the discon- 
tinuance of the ‘Niagara Bible Con- 
ference.’ 

‘There were present J. M. Stifler, 
G. C. Needham, L. W. Munhall and 
W. J. Erdman. It was unanimously 
voted, in view of concurring opinions 
of the absent members of the com- 
mittee, that it is not advisable to issue 
a call for another meeting of the con- 
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erence. The principal reason as- 
igned was the decreased attendance 
f late years and the increase of similar 
sible conferences in different parts of 
he country.

Former Moody Student Establishes Open Air Pulpit on 
Fifth Avenue, New York 


received by Rev. Edgar E. 

Strother, general secretary of the 

China Christian Endeavor Union, 
when he was a student of the Moody 
Bille Institute, 1905-7, has _ recently 
becn put to good use, during his brief 
sojourn in New York City, and has 
res ilted in a very wide spread renewal 
of ‘nterest in open-air work and also in 
the establishing of the open-air pulpit 
as a regular part of the work of the 
Merble Collegiate Church, which is the 
oldest church in the city of New York, 
established 294 years ago. 

‘The idea of holding open-air meetings 
on the corner of Fifth Avenue and 29th 
Street originated in connection with Mr. 
Strother’s desire to obtain a large congre- 
gation to hear the Rev. Gordon B. Watt, 
of Scotland, who was delivering Bible 
lectures daily within the Marble Colle- 
giate Church. When Mr. Strother made 
the suggestion to the church authorities 
they predicted that it would be impossible 
to get permission from the Police Depart- 
ment to hold outdoor services on Fifth 
Avenue.

houses and offices along Fifth Avenue 
was remarkable. In answer to their 
earnest inquiries regarding the Messiah, 
Mr. Strother stood for four hours and a 
half one afternoon and spoke through 
the megaphone, reading several chapters 
from Matthew’s Gospel as well as portions 
from the Old Testament; a crowd of 
about 300 Jews stood and listened most 
intently and remained in absolute silence 
for several minutes after the reading of 
the words, ‘‘Let him be crucified.” 
Over ten thousand Gospels of Matthew, 
most of them in Yiddish, were eagerly 
taken and after a careful search along the 


sidewalks in the vicinity, only about one 
dozen copies were found torn or thrown 
aside. The secretary of the New York 
Bible Society was so deeply impressed 
when he saw how these Gospels were 
being received by the Jews that he agreed 
to furnish two thousand copies per day 
for free distribution. Those having 
business in Jewish shops and offices 
observed copies of these little illustrated 
Gospels on the desks and _ counters, 
thumb-marked and bearing other evi- 
dence of careful reading and study.

THE LOST ART OF EXHORTATION

It once was a powerful thing in Metho- 
dism. Men of Methodism once had 
flaming tongues for exhortation. Their 
throats were on fire with a prophetic 
call to men and women to arise and act 
upon the light they had. Some of these 
men were not schooled in fine arts, but 
their souls were possessed of the flaming 
heat and they were powerful in exhort- 
ing. They were not giants in exegesis, or 
powerful in polemics. They knew no 
core about modern methods of higher 
lower criticism than a mocking bird 
nows of the chromatic scale, but as that 
ird can beat the folks who made the 
-cale in making melody, so the old time 
xhorter could blaze the Jordan road with 
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heavenly fire when he flamed up. He 
might not always make his _ rhetoric 
pass censorship, and he may have split 
infinitives like he split wood at home, 
but he made the “Old Ship Zion’’ throw 
her sails to the breeze of God and strike 
for the promised land. 

Exhorting is almost a lost art. We are 
working on other lines and have installed 
new and up to date machinery instead. 
As we have traded in old Kit for a Super- 
Six, so would we trade the old exhorter 
for the modern preacher. He is expected 
to furnish a club sandwich made up of 
current events properly mixed with ca- 
dences and _ perorations after the 
choir gets through. If the pastor of the 
First Church should lay aside his modern 
sermon and blaze forth in a powerful 
old time exhortation, Colonel Grimes 
would probably locate the bishop on the 
long distance before he ate his Sunday 
dinner. 

It may be well to give up the exhorter 
as we change to these modern things, but 
somehow we are sorry to see him go, and 
we feel Methodism could well afford to 
establish a chair of exhortation in her 
schools and teach the young preachers 
the art, if a professor could be found who 
could do it.

Talk about profiteers! Who are more 
reprehensible? The men who make 
profit out of the degradation of human 
society by renting houses for immoral 
purposes, which is against the law, or 
the men who make a profit by the exploi- 
tation of the sensuality of the lower 
strata of society in the press? 

But this charge cannot only be made 
against the secular press but also against 
magazines and pamphlet literature. It 
is well known that one of the most popu- 
lar magazines in the country has secured 
its large circulation through the exploita- 
tion of certain human problems which 
need not be named. The manager is 
reported to have said as a cause of his 
financial success, ‘‘Woman. rules the 
world, and I know how to present her.”’ 
* * ~*~ 

The liberty of the press ‘‘is the right to 
print and publish the truth from good 

motives and for justifiable ends.” Ac- 
cording to Cooley's Constitutional 
Limitations, this liberty exists only ‘‘so 
long as it is not harmful in its character 
when tested by such standards as the 
law affords.”” ‘‘A man who speaks in a 
newspaper has no greater right than he 
who, speaks out of it. A newspaper is no 
sanctuary behind which a person can 
shield himself for breaking the law.” 
According to Blackstone’s Commen- 
taries, “if a man have vices and make 
them public and they become by his bad 
example of pernicious effect to society, 
it is the business of human laws to correct 
ae ss 

Certainly such fundamental principles 
of law should be made to apply to the use 
of the press and limit its liberty. This is 
done by the United States postal authori- 
ties in excluding from the mails literature 
which is indecent or which tends to 
immorality. Never was there a time 
when it was more important for the de- 
partment to enforce this rule. California 
at the present time is being flooded with 
some of the most vulgar pamphlet literature 
that has ever come from a printing press. 
In some of our cities the police authori- 
ties have confiscated it; in others, with 
standards too low for decency in America, 
the police authorities have refused to 
interfere. 

But the time must soon come when 
explicit laws shall be passed which will 
not only include indecent literature 
in pamphlet form, but also literature 
coming in the form of magazines as 
well as the modern newspaper, which live 

on the exploitation of vice and crime and 
thus develop the morbid sensibilities of 
the half-educated or mis-educated people 
of our country. 





THE CONTINENT AND THE BOOK 
OF GENESIS 
Baptist Standard. 
The Continent, well-known Presbyte- 
rian paper published in Chicago, is greatly 
exercised because the bill against the 
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teaching of evolution came very near 


passing the Kentucky legislature. The 
esteemed editor says that because of 
this bill failing, ‘“‘American Christianity 
thereby escaped a historic disgrace * * * 
the call for the law was undeniably a 
church agitation. The ministers organiz- 
ed it. * * * Unless one insists that the 
first chapter of Genesis is what it does not 
itself in any way suggest, what no 
inspired writer ever remotely intimated 
that it was meant to be—uwzuless one makes 
it a literal history rather than a moral 
and religious picture of creation—then 
there is plenty of room for the evolu- 
tionary development of the whole physical 
universe.” 

There are two or three comments 
which we would make on one criticism 
appearing in the Continent as well as in 
some other ‘‘liberal’’ papers. First it is 
a compliment to the church people that 
they are alert to the dangers of material- 
istic teachings in our schools. The Con- 
tinent seems to think it a disgrace that 
ministers and “hosts of church people” 
should agitate the matter at all, especially 
n the state legislature. What does the 
esteemed editor of the Continent expect 
the ministers and church people to do 
when they see their schools undermined 
by false teachings, or when they see other 
perils threatening the land? Are they 
to sit idly by, meditating on their cherish- 
ed faith once for all delivered to the 
saints, and take no interest in the welfare 
of our schools or other state institutions? 
Surely ministers, by their ordination or 
lack of ordination, do not disqualify 
themselves as citizens. We are a little 
surprised that the Continent should have 
permitted itself to take that attitude 
toward church people, whose highest 
interests it is supposed to represent. * * * 

‘“‘When students of other sciences ask 
us what is now currently believed about 
the origin of species, we have no clear 
answer to give. * * * As we have come 
to know more of living things and their 
properties, we have come to be more 
and more impressed with the inapplica- 
bility of the evidence to these questions 
of origin. There is no apparatus which 
can be brought to bear on them which 
promises any immediate solution. * * * 
To invoke the hypothetical existence of 
lost species provides a poor escape from 
this difficulty and we are left with the 


conviction that some part of the 
chain of reasoning is missing. I have 
put before you very frankly the 
considerations which have made_ us 


agnostic as to the actual mode and pro- 
cesses of evolution.’”’ * * * 

Are there not indications that a false 
intellectual pride is largely responsible 
for the acceptance of the evolutionary 
theory? Notwithstanding many of the 
best scholars have repudiated it, the 
impression is current in academic circles 
that educated men and women believe 
in evolution, hence a man cannot be con- 
sidered educated unless he is an evolution- 
ist. The amateur students, many of 
them, who have not thought their way 


through these difficulties, act on this 
impression without any question and con- 
sider it a mark of intellectual achieve 
ment to affirm themselves as believers in 
evolution.

In 
the words of Amos, they are not grieved 
for the affliction of others.

Lessons from Great Home Mission- 
aries 


Acts 8:4-17 


According to the first verse of our 
Scripture reading, every Christian ought 
to be a missionary. Those that were 
scattered abroad at a time of persecution 
in the early church ‘‘went everywhere 
preaching the word.’’ They could do 
this because they had had a saving experi- 
ence of its power. That their witness was 
successful is clearly shown in chapter 
11:19-21. 

Philip may be regarded as one of the 
great home missionaries of his time. He 
was a man whose devotion and spiritual 
power made him eminently successful as 
an evangelist. Notice the subject matter 
of his preaching in verse 5 and the result 
of it in verse 8. 

In our own country Aratus Kent may 
be reckoned among the great home mis- 
sionaries. He was the first to preach the 
gospel in northern Illinois. His children 
died in infancy, but he brought up 
twelve orphans and educated nine men 
for the ministry. He was a man of kindly 
disposition, possessed the quality of 
heroism and had a deep love for souls. 

Dr. Timothy Hill has been called a 
born missionary. He spent forty years 
in home missionary work. The greater 
part of his life was lived in Missouri 
and Kansas. Later, he labored in the 
Indian Territory. Directly and indirectly 
he helped to organize more churches in 
these states than any other man. 

David Brainerd, who is known as the 
apostle to the Indians, was a mighty man 
of prayer. Prayer was the very soul of 
his life and through its power he was 
able to transform other lives.

‘tonement made by Christ is sufficient 
1o cover those sins. The sacrifice of the 
amb of God becomes individually effec- 
ive only through faith in His blood.

In 
iny case we have no basis in this text for 
believing that they who, having heard 
the gospel and rejected it, will be given 
another chance after death.

Daniel Interpreting Nebuchadnez- 
zar’s Dream 
Daniel 2 

Golden Text:—‘‘The kingdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of our 
Lord, and of his Christ; and he shall 
reign forever and_ ever.’’—Revelation 
Risis. 

The book of Daniel with its great 
prophecies, fulfilled and unfulfilled, is 
one of the most interesting and important 
in the Bible. Without a grasp of the 
prophecies of this book it is absolutely 
impossible for one to know the New 
Testament and the times in which we 
live. The prophecies of Daniel are un- 
like those of any other prophet. The 
others deal mainly with Jewish history, 
the Gentiles being mentioned inciden- 
tally. Daniel reverses this order and 
deals almost exclusively with Gentile 
history, only making mention of the 
Jews as they come in touch with the 
Gentiles. He gives an outline of the 
entire period of time from the passing of 
supremacy to the Gentiles in Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s day to the final overthrow of 
Gentile dominion at the establishment 
of the millennial kingdom. It covers 
that period known in the Scriptures as 


the ‘‘Times of the Gentiles’? (Luke 
21:24). 

I. Nebuchadnezzar’s Dream (vv. 
1-13). 


This dream made a tremendous im- 
pression upon the king’s mind, but he had 
forgotten its content. He urgently de- 
manded of the wise men that they make 
known the dream and its interpretation, 


and Daniel responded in lofty strains of 
praise to God. 

3. Daniel Before the King (vv. 24- 
30). Because he had been with the Lord 
and had obtained wisdom, he was con- 
fident and calm before the great king. 
Though thus honored with this wisdom 
from God he behaved himself with becom- 
ing humility. 

4. The Content of the Dream (vv. 31- 
35). Daniel made known to the king that 
in his dream he had beheld a great image 
with a head of gold, breast and arms of 
silver, belly and thighs of brass, legs of 
iron, and feet part of iron and part of 
clay. He beheld the image smitten by a 
stone and the stone became a great moun- 
tain. 

III. The [Interpretation of the 
Dream (vv. 36-46). 

1. The Head of Gold Represented the 
Chaldean Monarchy with Nebuchadnez- 
zar as its Head (vv. 37, 38). With the 
accession of Nebuchadnezzar to the 
throne, the times of the Gentiles began. 

2. The Breast and Arms of Silver 
Represented the Medo-Persian Power 
(v. 39). The Medo-Persian empire was 
inferior to the Chaldean. 

3. The Belly and Thighs of Brass 
Represented the Grecian Empire under 
Alexander the Great (v. 39). 

4. The Legs of Iron Represented the 
Roman Empire (vv. 40-43). 

(1) The two legs represented the east- 
ern and western divisions of the Roman 
empire. (2) The feet of iron and clay 
represented the two elements of human 
government, which inhered in the Ro- 
man empire, and are present today in 
all forms of government, namely, absolut- 


royal houses. This has characterize: 
all the nations of the earth, indicatin; 
their efforts to unite the ruling familie 
of the earth by means of intermarriage 
In this image the line of deterioratio: 
is noticeable, each kingdom weakening 
not only by division, but by decrease i: 
value of material. Great, indeed, is th: 
contrast between gold and mud. 

5. The Stone Cut Out of the Moun 
tain (vv. 44, 45). This is the kingdon 
of heaven so graphically set forth in thi 
New Testament, forthe kingdomof heav 
en is the kingdom which the God o 
heaven shall set up. (1) The stone i: 
Christ (Isa. 28:16; Matt. 21:42-44) 
(2) When did the stone strike? The im 
pact of the stone was upon the feet of thx 
colossus (v. 34). This shows that it dic 
not strike at Christ’s first coming, fo: 
the Roman empire was a unit at that 
time; not even the division of the em 
pire as represented by the two leg: 
had taken place as yet. The stone smit- 
ing the feet shows that the stone will! 


strike when the Roman empire shall have 


been divided up into ten kingdoms 
(3) The kingdom of heaven is thus seen 
to be brought into realization through a 
great catastrophe. The end is not by 
gradual and peaceful extension through 
preaching the gospel, but by a crushing 
blow. The stone does not fill the earth 
by crowding the colossus out, neither by 
securing its submission to God, but de- 
stroying it. Gentile dominion shall end 
in a crash; upon its ruins shall be built 
the kingdom of heaven. The action of 
the stone is of judgment, not grace. 
The text plainly says it is after the stone 
has done its smiting work that it becomes 
a great mountain and fills the whole 





promising great honor and rewards if they 
made known and interpreted the dream, 
and woe and disaster if they failed. 
These miserable deceivers tried to gain 
the ‘‘time’’ by insisting that the dream 
should be made known in order that 
they might interpret it. Because of 
their failure the king was very furious 
and commanded all the wise men of 
Babylon to be slain. This action seems 
to be severe, but in view of the fact that 
these deceivers made their living by prey- 
ing upon the credulity of the people it 
was but just that they either make good 
or be cut off. 

II. The Revelation of the Dream 
(vv. 14-35). 

When the decree was in process of ex- 
ecution Daniel was sought out to be 
slain. He sought an interview with the 
king and obtained time. 

1. The Prayer Meeting in Babylon 
(vv. 14-18). Daniel was the leader in 
that prayer meeting. He called his fel- 
lows together and most definitely prayed 
to God. Their lives were at stake; their 
need was great. 

2. Daniei’s Ascription of Praise to 








God (vv. 19-23). God heard their prayer 
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ear'h. See Psalm 2:5, 6; Zechariah 
14:!-9. Just as the first part of this 
dreim was literally fulfilled, so shall the 
last part be fulfilled. Messiah’s kingdom 
sha'l be a real and literal kingdom.

Daniel 5:1-31 

(olden Text:—‘‘God will bring every 
wor into judgment, with every secret 
thir, whether it be good, or whether it 
evi! ’’—Ecclesiastes 12:14. 

1. Belshazzar’s Impious Feast (vv. 
1-4. 

1 The Attendants (vv. 1,2). Bel- 
shavzar, his wife and concubines and a 
tho sand of His lords. 

2? Their Behavior (vv. 3, 4). 
1) They drank wine; they engaged in 
reviiry. (2) They committed sacrilege. 
In their drunken revelry they drank 
win» out of the sacred vessels which had 
bee: taken out of the Temple, of the 
house of God, which was at Jerusalem. 
When men are under the influence of in- 
tox! ating liquors they lose all regard for 
sacredthings. (3) They worshiped idols. 
They prayed to gods of gold and of silver, 
of brass, of iron, wood and stone. 

Ii. The Handwriting on the Wall 
(vv. 5-16). 

1. The Time of (v. 5). It occurred in 
the same hour in which they were en- 
gaged in their drunken revelry. 

2. The Effect upon the King (v. 6). 
He was greatly disturbed; he was seized 
with consternation. ‘‘The joints of his 
loins were loosed, and his knees smote 
one against the other.” 

3. The King’s Behavior (vv. 7-16). 
(1) He called forth astrologers and sooth- 
sayers, offering rewards of gold and posi- 
tion (vv. 7-9). Their utter inability to 
interpret the writing left the king even 
worse perplexed. (2) Daniel brought in 
at the suggestion of the queen (vv. 10- 
16). The queen was perhaps the wife 
of Nebuchadnezzar who remembered 
Daniel’s service in interpreting his 
dream. For that reason he was sent for 
and promised great reward. 

Ill. Daniel Interprets the Writing 


(vv. 17-28). 
1. Daniel’s Address to the King 
(vv. 17-24). (1) He brushes aside his 


promised gifts. (v. 17). He would not 
have his speech limited by the king’s 
gifts. It requires great strength of char- 
acter and courage to thus speak in the 
presence of a great king. He knew that 
this was no time for bribery. He knew 
that his would be the last words ever to 
fall on this poor sinner’s ears. (2) He 
reviewed before him the history of Neb- 
uchadnezzar and applied the lesson to the 
behavior of Belshazzar (vv.

IV. The Judgment Executed (vv. 
29-31). 

In that night was Belshazzar slain and 
Darius the Median took the kingdom. 

The Chaldean dynasty ended with 
Belshazzar. So we may interpret this 
whole scene as pointing to the conditions 
at the close of the times of the Gentiles, 
and as adumbrating the prevailing con- 
ditions. Let us note: 

1. The Stupidity of Men. They, like 
people today, would not learn by ex- 
ample. Nebuchadnezzar’s fate should 
have deterred Belshazzar from such 
frivolity. The driftwood of wrecked hu- 
manity cast upon the shores of time seems 
to do but little good to posterity. The 
awful issue of the drunkard’s life and all 
kinds of sin should deter men and women 
from practicing sin. 

2. The Magnificent Splendor. This

3. Luxury. The famous hanging 
gardens of Babylon were a noteworthy 
example. Signs of luxury today are on 


every hand. 

4. The Licentiousness of the King with 
his Wives and Concubines. This is noto- 
riously prevalent today. 

5. Blasphemous Sacrilege. And may 
not the sacrilege of today be in excess 
of theirs, expressing itself in (1) a pro- 
fession of religion for pecuniary gain, 
social and political preferment; (2) use 
of the pulpit and of the ministry for dis- 
play and notoriety, even for the propaga- 
tion of false doctrine; (3) union with the 
church, attendance on the communion, 
so as to cover up secret sins; (4) the use 
of the Word of God to give point to a 
joke; (5) denying that the Bible is God’s 
Word, making it a book of errors, myths 
and legends; (6) sneering at the virgin 
birth, repudiating Christ’s deity and 
setting aside His vicarious atonement. 
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6. Drunken Carousals. The hand- 
writing is on the wall. God will not 
endure this forever; His judgment shall 


fall. Conditions in the world indicate 
that the time is drawing near. Are you 
ready?

Daniel in the Den of Lions 
Daniel 6:1-28 

Golden Text:—‘‘Who through faith 
subdued kingdoms, wrought righteous- 
ness, obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions.’’-—Hebrews 11:33. 

I. Daniel the Prime Minister of 
the Medo-Persian Empire (vv. 1-3). 

Sterling worth brought him to the 
front and kept himthere. The new king 
was keen to discern his worth and to give 
it recognition. 

II. An Occasion Sought Against 
Daniel (vv. 4-9). 

1. The Reason for (v. 4). No doubt 
that which prompted this effort was envy 
and jealousy. The presence of envy al- 
ways show inferiority. It is hard for the 
human heart to forgive those who excel. 

2. Failure of (v. 4). Daniel’s of- 
ficial record was blameless. They could 
not even find an error. Envy is still in 
the world. Those who excel in any line 
are sure to suffer in some way for their 
excellencies. The business man in rela- 
tion to his competitors, the pupil in 
school, even in the home, the child of su- 
perior merit will be envied by the others. 
In politics many times those who hon- 
estly strive to do their duty are persecut- 
ed by those who put them into office be- 
cause they refuse to be their tools. They 
set traps for them or take up some weak 
or questionable act in order to ruin their 
influence. Then in the church itself we 
find that ministers frequently are jealous 
and envious of their superiors. 

3. The Wicked Plot (vv. 5-9). They 
trumped up a charge on the ground of his 
foreign religion. They were not careful 
about their method, just so their-end was 
attained. When surrounded by such 
hatred only the fear of God can save. 
Every one needs that help daily. In spite 
of Daniel’s loyalty the decree was signed 
by the king which would put him into 
the den of lions. 

III. Daniel’s 
(vv. 10-13). 

Though Daniel knew that the wicked 
decree was signed he knelt before God 
as usual. Note the silence of heroism. 
Weak men bluster; strong men have little 
to say. 

1. He Continued His Usual Habit 
(v. 10). Regular habitual prayer is es- 
sential to right life. Habit has an im- 
portant bearing upon life and especially 
upon our religious life. He knew that 
the civil law had absolutely nothing to do 
with his religion. God’s law is first. 
When the laws of earth conflict with 
God’s laws there is but one thing to do. 
Laws forbidding to read the Bible, to 
pray, or to meet to worship God, have no 
authority over men. 

2. Daniel Reported to the King 
(vv. 11-13). These wicked men watched 
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_in the palace. 


to find out as to whether Daniel would 
pray before his God, and when they 
found that he continued his worship of 
the true God they went to the king and 
reported that Daniel disregarded his 
decree. 

IV. The Foolish Decree Executed 
(vv. 14-17). 

i. The King Displeased with Him- 
self (v. 14). He labored till the going 
down of the sun to deliver Daniel. He 
was conscious that he had been en- 
trapped. 

2. The King Helpless (v. 15). The 
proud ruler found that he was a slave. 
To enact laws which change not is the 
height of folly. They are self-condemna- 
tory. They show that men are either too 
foolish or too proud to learn. Men will 
bind themselves with cobwebs, at least 
until personal convenience is effected. 
To be weak for the fear of others is to be 
wicked. 

3. Daniel Cast into the Den of Lions 
(v. 16). The king’s parting word to 
Daniel was a poor, feeble excuse for his 
guilty conscience. 

4. The Double Seal (v. 17). This 
double act shows that one rascal will not 
trust another. 

V. Daniel Delivered (vv. 18-23). 

1. Note the contrast between the 
night spent in the lion’s den and the one 
In the palace there was no 
sleep, no mirth, Daniel’s quiet is asa pic- 
ture of the safety and peace which are the 
portion of those who trust God and do His 
will. It is a sample of the victory of 
faith. 

2. The King’s Question in the Morn- 
ing (v. 20). 

3. Daniel’s Answer (v. 22). God's 
angel has done many wonderful works. 
The early Christians despised bonds, 
stripes and death. 

4. Daniel Delivered (v. 23). No 
manner of hurt was found because he be- 
lieved in his God. 

VI. The Doom of His Accusers 
(v. 24). 

They were cast into the den of lions and 
before they even came to the bottom of 
the den their bones were broken in pieces. 
This is an example of retributive justice. 
Daniel’s enemies go into the same trap 
which they prepared for him. 

VII. Darius’ Decree (vv. 25-27). 

Men were to tremble and fear before 
Daniel’s God. As to whether Darius 
had a change of heart we do not know. 

VIII. Daniel’s Prosperity (v. 28). 

Daniel goes higher into the kingdom 
and continues in his place of honor even 
though dynasties change.

The First Return from Exile 

Jeremiah 29:10-14; Ezra 1:1-11 

Golden Text:—‘'We know that all 
things work together for good to them 
that love God.’’-—Romans 8:28. 

I. The Return From Captivity 
Predicted (29:10-14). 

It seems that false prophets were flour- 
ishing in Babylon telling the people that 
they would speedily be restored to their 


‘and therefore were not free to go. 


To counteract this the Lord 
moved Jeremiah to send this letter to the 


own land. 


captives in Babylon (vv. 8, 9). In this 
letter he advised them to settle down and 
quietly pursue their regular callings of 
life, and not to be led astray by the false 
prophets (vv. 6, 7). 

1. The Length of the Captivity (vy. 
10). Their coming back was to be “‘after 
seventy years.’”’ From Daniel 9:2 it is 
clear that seventy years means a defin te 
time. It dates from the time when the 
first company was taken captive among 
which Daniel was found. 

2. Recovered by God (vv. 10-14), 
God’s purpose in the captivity was to 
cure them of their idolatrous practic.s, 
He assured them that when His purpcse 
was accomplished he would visit them a id 
convince them of His good purpcse 
towardthem. When once this was done 
they would call upon Him in sincerity and 
He would be found of them. Their cip- 
tivity He would turn away; gather th: m 
fromall the nations and bring them into 
their own land. 

II. Prediction of Captivity Ful- 
filled (Ezra 1:1-11). 

1. The Proclamation of Cyrus (vv. 
1-4). (1) This was not by accident, but 
that the word of the Lord might be ful- 
filled (v. 1). What God has promised 
He will do; He never forgets. Wherever 
we find a promise which He hath made 
we can rest upon it; He will make good. 
(2) By divine initiation (v 1). ‘ The 
Lord stirred up the spirit of Cyrus.’’ How 
this was done we do not know. Pos- 
sibly Daniel brought to his attention the 
prophecy of Isaiah and Jeremiah (Isa. 
44: 28; Jer. 25:12). Every impulse to 
do good in all men is caused by the Lord 
—even a heathen king who may not have 
been conscious of doing His will, at God’s 
appointed time took the initiative in this 
matter. It may have been that Cyrus 
only saw his own action as a piece of 
statecraft—the creation of a _ buffer 
nation between ‘his kingdom and that of 
Egypt. (3) The content of His proclama- 
tion (vv. 2-4). (a) ‘‘'The Lord God of 
heaven hath charged me to build Him a 
house in Jerusalem”’ (v.:2).. This makes 
clear that he had some impression of 
God’s hand upon him. (b) Appeal to 
Jewish patriotism (v. 3). He invokes 
upon such as possess the national relig- 
ious feel ng God’s blessing, and commands 
him to go and build the house of the Lord 
God. (c) Lend assistance (v. 4). Many 
of the Jews were established in business 
Many, 
no doubt, had lost their national spirit 
and therefore were not anxious to go. 
All such were to lend friendly assistance 
in silver, gold and beasts. Those who 
cannot go to do God’s work should 
strengthen the hands of those who do go. 

2. The Response to Cyrus’ Proclama- 
tion (vv. 5, 6). The chief of the fathers 
of Judah and Benjamin and the priests 
and Levites presented themselves as 
willing and ready to go. The company 
which returned was largely made up 
of representatives of Judah and Benja- 
min. 
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The Royal Favor (vv. 7-11). Cy- 
rus brought forth the vessels of the house 
of the Lord which Nebuchadnezzar had 
brought forth out of Jerusalem and put 
into the house of his gods. This was a 
grat encouragement to every loyal Jew 
whose heart had been grieved over the 
prfanation of these sacred vessels. Now 
to have 5,400 of these vessels returned to 
th ir owners and sent back to Jerusalem 
to be put to their original use, met a 
he irty response by the pene:

The returned remnant was 
small and they feared the hostility of the 
people, so they were driven to seek the 
Lord who was able to protect them from 
their enemies round about. Upon this 
newly erected altar were offered the reg- 
ular sacrifices ordered by Moses, includ- 
ine the Feast of Tabernacles (3:1-7). 

i. The Foundation of the Temple 
Laid (3:8-13). 

This was an auspicious occasion and 
was celebrated with most impressive 
ceremonies. It marked an epoch in the 
history of the nation. It brought most 
vividly to them their bitter experiences in 
the dark past, and yet pointed them for- 
ward to the time of blessing when God’s 
favor would be upon them again. 

1. The Priests in Their Apparel (v. 
10). In Exodus 39 the priestly garments 
are described. These garments symbol- 
ized their consecration to the Lord’s 
service. 

2. The Priests with Trumpets (v. 
10). These trumpets were of silver and 
were used in calling the people together. 

3. The Levites with Cymbals (v. 10). 
These were to furnish the instrumental 
music of the sanctuary. This was ac- 
cording to the arrangement made by 
David (1 Chron. 15:16-21). 

|. They Sang Together by Course 
v. 11). This means that they sang to 
one another responsively. The one com- 
“The Lord is Good”’; the other 


f 


pany sang, 
responded, “For His mercy endureth 
forever.”’ So hearty was the spirit of 


worship that they shouted aloud. 

. Mingled Weeping and Shouting 
(vv. 12, 13). Some of the older men who 
had seen the magnificent and glorious 
Temple of Solomon, which had been de- 
stroyed, wept much when they saw how 
far short the present foundation came 
of the former Temple. Others were glad 
of the favor of God which had brought 
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them back and that a beginning had been 
made in the new house of worship. 

II. The Building of the Temple 
Hindered (Chap. 4). 

The leading adversaries were the Sa- 
maritans, a mongrel people, the off- 
spring of the poor Jews who were left in 
Palestine and the foreign people who were 
sent into Palestine after the Jews were 
taken captive. The three perils which 
put back the building of the Temple 
for some fourteen years reveal the per- 
sistent methods which the enemy uses to 
hinder the constructive building program 
of God’s people in every age. 

1. An Unintelligent Pessimism (3:12 
It was no credit to ‘‘priests, Levites and 
chief of the fathers’ to mar this glorious 
occasion with weeping. Under the cir- 
cumstances this was a glorious beginning 
and gave promise of great things for the 
future. God’s promises looked to the 
future when:even greater glories should 
be to the chosen people than ever had been 
enjoyed in the days of Solomon. Many 
today, because things are not quite what 
they should be do not go forward with a 
constructive program, and even hinder 
those who have the hopeful outlook. The 
Bible unquestionably predicts an apos- 
tasy. The forces of evil are at work— 
destructive criticism, a false philosophy 
gone mad, and deceptive cults of every 
description are more pronounced than 
ever in the history of the Christian 
church, but the intelligent and believing 
Christian instead of weakening the pres- 
ent forces with their wailing and weeping 
will go forward with a hopeful outlook, 
knowing that the purpose of God cannot 
fail. 

2. Worldly Compromise (4: 2, 3). 
“Let us build with you, for we seek your 
God.”’ This is Satan’s most common and 
effective method today. He is frequently 
transformed into an angel of light (2 Cor. 
11:14). God’s professed followers not 
only accept, but seek the world’s patron- 
age in building churches and carrying on 
His work Unfortunately many regard 
no money as too much tainted to be used 
in supporting the Lord’s work. May the 
courageous Zerubbabels declare anew, 
“Ye have nothing to do with us to build 
an house unto our God.’”’ God’s call is, 
“Come out from among them” (2 Cor. 
6:14-18). 

3. Open Opposition by the World 
(4:4-24). When refused a part in the 
work, open and violent opposition was re- 
sorted to. Intimidation and _ political 
scheming were used to defeat the build- 
ing plan of God’s people. 

III. The Temple Finished (5:1-6: 
15). 

Through the ministry of the prophets, 
Haggai and Zechariah, the people were 
encouraged to resume the work of build- 
ing the Temple. They wrought with 
energy and enthusiasm. How necessary 
are God’s prophets to encourage and 
urge on the workers in the Lord’s vine- 
yard! Men and women on every hand 
are discouraged. Temptations, suffering 
and losses of many kinds are threatening, 
but God’s ministers by their intelligent 


and hopeful messages from week to week 
are helping to get men to work again. 

IV. The Temple Dedicated (6: 
16-22). 

The people were united in this building 
and came together upon its completion 
and solemnly dedicated it to God. It 
was a joyous occasion and they united 
in the observance of the Passover with 
gratitude to God that He had strength- 
ened their hands in their work.

The preaching of the Cross has, times 
without number, proved to be the power 
of God to break the chains of sin, to deliv-

new creation in 
Christ Jesus.’’ As to 
the doctrine of the 
“*Modernists,’’ one 
looks in vain for the 
same evidences. 
It is well named 
“‘destructive”’ criti- 
cism, for it is not 
constructive, and 
offers nothing in the 
place of what it 
presumes to take 
away. In the lan- 
guage of today, it 
fails to ‘‘deliver the 
goods.” 

Now, a_ theology 
that will not workin 
soul-winning here in 
America is not fit 
for export. As Dr. 
David Gregg once 
said: ‘“‘Thereisnouse 
in taking to China 
a lamp that will not burn in America.” 
One does indeed wonder why those who 
have eliminated everything supernatural 
from Christianity and made it a mere 
ethical code any longer trouble to take 
it to other lands which have their own 
religious sages and systems. Yet this 
new gospel has been carried to the 
mission fields, and this fact has brought 
about a sad and serious issue in the 
missionary body and work. The need 
is thereby created for true Christians to 
discriminate clearly as to the kind of 
missionaries and mission work they are 
going to support. 

Consistency requires that we send to 
the heathen the same gospel that we 
find satisfactory for ourselves. Those 
who are satisfied with a gospel of moral 
teaching and social service for themselves

cannot be charged with inconsistency in 
sending and supporting such a gospel to 
other lands. But those who have felt 
that their own sinful need could be met 
only through the atoning sacrifice and 
the cleansing blood of Calvary should 
appreciate that only such a gospel can 
avail for souls that are sunken and help- 
less in sin in heathen lands. 

The issue has come; it cannot be 
evaded; it must be faced. Is it not 
incumbent upon Christians at home to 
give their support to the kind of gospel 
for missionary lands that they believe in 
antl accept for themselves? Such a 
course can surely not be regarded as 
narrow-minded, but only consistent and 
reasonable.

Pandita Ramabai, known the world 
over as a rescuer and Christian educator 
of thousands of child-widows in India, 
passed away April 5. Her death fol- 
lowed soon after that of her devoted 
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daughter, Mano-Ramabai. Pandita 
Ramabai was universally acknowledged 
to be the most distinguished woman in 
India. Her high education and intellec- 
tual ability won for her in early life the 
hivhest title possible for an Indian 
woman, and one which has been con- 
ferred upon very few. Later on she 
fo:ook idolatry, turned to Christ, and 
then consecrated herself, with a love and 
de, otion truly wonderful, to the emanci- 
pa'ion of child-wives and child-widows 
fron their terrible bondage. Her 
Chvistian settlement known as ‘‘Mukti”’ 
(sa'vation), near Poona, has for years 
becn famous for its missionary activ- 
itiis, and has witnessed some remarkable 
oui pourings of the Holy Spirit and the 
co: version of great numbers of souls. 
In acknowledgment of her heroic rescue 
an: relief work in successive Indian 
fa::ines, and her whole record as a public 
berefactress of her race, the British 
go\ernment in India conferred upon her 
a high decoration. Ramabai made 
vis ts to both England and America, 
whore she won for herself and her work 
a host of loyal friends. These will, 
while mourning her loss, unite in giving 
thanks for this noble woman as a precious 
gif’ from God to the missionary cause 
an! the native church in India. ‘‘She 
being dead yet speaketh’’ through 
thousands of lives touched and changed 
by her direct ministry and other thou- 
sands inspired by her noble example. 





New Advance in Tibet 

A personal letter from Mr. C. R. 
Koenigswald, a young missionary of the 
Alliance mission on the China-Tibetan 
border, contains encouraging word of 
new open doors in the region of northeast 
Tibet known as the Kokonor District. 
Mr. K. writes: “God is moving forward 


in Tibet, and we missionaries must 
follow hard after Him if we expect to 
enter all the open doors. It seems 


strange that He should use the avarice 
of men, Mohammedans in particular, to 
bring about such a wonderful change up 
here. Whereas only four years ago a 
missionary could not sojourn more than 
a single day in Labrang, we may now 
stay there indefinitely without any 
difficulty. 

“Ma Ch’i, the leading Mohammedan 
General of Kansu, has extended his 
power until it practically covers all of 
northeast Tibet. He is a suzerain of no 
mean importance, ruling over a vast 
area to within ten days or so of Lhasa. 
His seat of government is at Sining, a 
Chinese city about two days from the 
Kokonor Lake. Of course, Ma Ch’i is 
nominally amenable to the Chinese 
provincial government of Kansu, but he 
exercises a pretty free hand. 

‘While naturally we dislike to see the 
foot of the fanatical Moslem crushing 
the power of Tibet, yet considering the 
rcsultant new opportunities for the 
gospel in these parts we cannot but 
Tccognize these changes as being an 
answer to our prayers.’’

A Dog’s Part in Chinese Evangeliza- 
tion 

Dr. Mary Stone, the well-known and 
gifted Chinese medical missionary, form- 
erly of the M. E. Mission at Kiukiang, 
is now conducting a hospital and dispen- 
sary work in Shanghai. Last year she 
and her staff treated 27,000 patients. 
Her center is called Bethel. 

The following interesting incident is 
taken from a recent letter from her 
American colleague, Miss Jennie Hughes: 
“This place is situated at Arsenal Road, 
so called because the Arsenal and a huge 
barrack are there. When we first came 
we were told it would not be safe—that 
this was the wildest part of Shanghai— 
that the soldiers would molest the nurses, 
etc. But we felt we had been guided in 
coming, so left all such questions to God. 
We had not been here long when we so 
much wished we could begin evangelistic 
work among the soldiers, but as we 
were all women and did not have even a 
native pastor of our own, we could not 
gain entrance to the barracks. 

“Well, one day I was having a room 
cleaned out where some of the boarding 
school pupils slept, and among their last 
year’s dilapidated school books I found 
a torn Bible, just a part of the New 
Testament. I gave all the scraps of 
various kinds to the coolie to burn, but 
as he was preparing to light the fire, one 
of the prowling, semi-wild dogs that 
abound all over China ran in and, grab- 


sible in his mouth, made off

with it. 
till quite a while afterward. 
learned that the dog ran down the road 
and dashed between the sentries at the 
gate into the courtyard of the barracks. 
Some soldiers who had nothing to do 
chased him to find out what he had in 
his mouth, and when they got the torn 
book they sat down and read it. None 
of them had ever seen a Bible, though 
they had heard of it, and they all read 
all there was in it. The next Sunday, 
when Dr. Stone was leading the morning 
service, she was amazed to see two Officers 
and a group of soldiers come into the 
church and sit down at the back. They 
were the ones who had read the dog’s 
Bible, and they have been coming ever 
since. Their wives and children are 
now Dr. Mary’s patients, and an en- 
trance has been effected into the military 
community. Is not that just as wonder- 
ful as Elijah and the ravens?” 


A CHANGE IN STATISTICS 

In the official census of religions in the 
United States very recently published, 
Dr. H. K. Carroll, compiler, shows that 
the Methodists of the country, fifteen 
bodies, report a :nembership of 8,001,506 
as compared with the Baptists, with 
fourteen bodies and a membership of 
7,825,598. A recent report of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches of Christ in 
America, indicated that the Baptists out- 
numbered the Methodists.

It 
is not a large book, only 80 pages, and in 
good-sized type, but it does not need a 
very large book to effectually condemn 
evolution at the bar of intelligent people 
of faith. The same advertisement says 
that the book exposes the utter lack of 
foundation in either fact or reason for 
evolution in general, and the Darwinian 
theory of natural selection in particular, 
and we affirm that it does this. 

Mr. Mauro was for over thirty years 
a practicing lawyer, and one of high 
standing in the profession. He was also 
a close student of the philosophy of 
materialism, and therefore has an intel- 
lectual equipment for dealing with evo- 
lution that theologians and Bible teach- 
ers as a rule do not possess. 

Two of the chapters of this book ap- 
peared in our pages in advance of its 
publication, and therefore many of our 
readers already know what to expect 
from it. We are the more pleased to be 
able to recommend it because we have 
felt obliged to caution our readers against 
other teachings of the same author, par- 
ticularly in the line of what is known as 
“Kingdom” teaching and dispensational 
truth.

We won- 
dered why, and concluded it was because 
of a certain degree o° originality and 
audacity of style and thought. He con- 
demns ‘‘automatic inspiration,’’ but who 
does not? But if the writers of the 
Gospels and St. Paul are ‘‘little con- 
scious” that their writings are inspired, 
does it necessarily follow that they are 
not? Was the ‘‘apocalyptic Messiah a 
dim and changeable figure, vary'ng with 
the writer?” Is apocalyptic literature 
“trivial, discursive, tribal, dull in imagi- 
nation and poor in spiritual value’?

Upon the whole the book is rational- 
istic, according to which ‘‘all human 
progress is associated with intellectual 
choice, and intellectual effort.’’
